STATEMENT. all to have been 

made by James Edward Tierney; who 

pleat« not guilty to the murder of 
Thomas \ ickers a Cork taxi-driver, on No- 
vember 24 last. at Carrigaline, Co. Cork, was 
admitted in evidence yesterday. 

In this statement Tierney is represented as 
having said that he ‘hit Vickers when they 
were crossing a field together and that he left 
him where he fell.- 

The statement added : “I had no intention 
of killing the man. I had no idea of the 
strength I could put behind myself. I am 
sorry for what I have done.’’ 

The State allege that. Vickers, 1 married 
man of 46 years, who had lived at Glasheen 
road, Cork, was strangled with his own neck- 
tie and left in a field near a farmhouse at 
Carrigaline. 

The alleged statement by Tierney, who was 
formerly a member of the Palestine police 
force, was stated to have been taken by 
Chief Superintendent J. Hannigan, Cork, at 
Limerick Barracks on November 27th at 
4.15 a.m. 

The case for the prosecution had not con- 
cluded when the Court adjourned until 11 
a.m. to-day. 

Chief Superintendent J. Hannigan, Cork, 
said that he questioned the accused man at 
Limerick barracks on November 26, when he 
made a statement. 

The jury retired, and after legal argu- 
ments the Judge ruled that the statement 
was a free and voluntary one. 


AN ALLEGED STATEMENT 


Mr. Haugh read the questions and answers. 
In the alleged answers the accused man said 
that on Tuesday, November 24, he got up at 
about 9.30 a.m., and left Mrs. O’Regan’s at 
about 12.30 and went to Daly’s, where he 
waited for about 2} hours. He left there 
about 3.15 p.m. and went back to Mrs. 
O’Regan’s, arriving at about 4 p.m. He left 
again at about 6 p.m. and went back to 
Daly’s, and waited there until about 7 p.m. 
He was speaking to a clerk there—an 
elderly man dressed in black, who could 
verify that statement. He did not know the 
man’s name, but gave his own name to him. 
He was there about an hour, and went back 
to O’Regan’s at about 8.50 p.m. and re- 
mained ‘n the dining-sittingroom. There 
was a man there; he thought his name was 
Gilchrist. This man remained in the room 
until about 10.30 or 10.45. At about 11 or 
11.45 p.m. he (the accused man) went to 
his room, where his room-mates were asleep, 
and he did not speak to them. On Wednes- 
day, November 25, he got up at about 7.30 
a.m., had breakfast and a shave, and saw 
Mr. Daly at about 2.) eg He took a ‘bus 
to Limerick at about 3.40. — 

In the alleged statement the accused man 
said that he did not know a hackney cab 
driver named Vickers, and did not remem- 
ber ever having been in a taxi in Cork. 
On November 24, at about 7 p.m., he had 


leaving Daly's. He paid 5s. 6d. fare to 
Limerick. He had received 6s. 6d. in 
O’Regan’s, 6s. 6d. from the Y.M.C.A., 4s. 
from a Mrs. Barrett in O’Regan’s, and Is. 
from Daly. He had about 10s. or 12s. leav- 
ing Cork for Limerick. 


SECOND ALLEGED 
STATEMENT 


Chief Superintendent Hannigan continued 
and said that while sitting at the fire in the 
barracks the accused man said something, as 
a result of which he cautioned him. He then 
made another statement, which the witness 
took down in writing. S.a 

An objection by Mr. Roe to the admission 
of the statement was overfuled. In the 
statement the accused man was alleged to 
have said that on Tuesday, November 24, he 
hired a taxi from the stand at, Patrick atreet, 
Cork, and asked the driver, whom he had 
never seen before, to drive him to Carriga- 
line. They drove up to Farrasy’s farm -and 

ulled up there. He said he was over from 
En land and was calling to see some friends. 

The alleged statement continued: “' The 
driver asked me how long I would be, and I 
said I would be about three-quarters of an 
hour. The driver then naked if I would 
mind if he came with me, and I said: ‘ No, 
not at all.” We both started walking to 
Farrasy’s house across the field. We had 
just got through the gate of the second field 
when I saw a movement and his hand came 
above his head. I jumped to the front, 
turned around and struck him with my right 
fist in the face. He fell to the ground and I 
fell on top of him. I put my hand 
around his throat while he was atill 
struggling with me. He then became quiet. 
I was terrified then. I did not think at the 
time that I had done any serious damage 
to him. After he became quiet I pulled the 
knot in his tie tighter. I dragged him inte 
the other field. I then left him and went 
down to the car. 

““ Before leaving him 1 took up the lever 
which he had dropped. I put the lever into 
the car. I then got in the car and sat there 
for a ‘ong time. It might be an hour and a 
half or two hours. I did not know what to 
do. I then went up to Mrs. Foley’s with 
the intention of what I came out to Car- 
rigaline for. I was worried about a pound 
note I had taken from her when I was work- 
ing there some time before. I drove the car 
up the road past Foley’s gate. I think I 
sat in the car for a while. I was shaken up. 
I didn’t know what I was doing. After a 
while 1 got out and went up to Foley’s back 
door. I knocked at the door, Mr. Foley 
lifted the blind of the window. I said I had 
come to explain about the other night when 
J was there. He said: ‘ We are ax gone to 
bed.’ I replied and said: “ Cou 


dn’t I just 
see you for a moment, please?’ and he 
said: ‘ No, it doesn’t matter now; come up 
to-morrow and see me.’ I think I went 
back to the car. I stood around for about 
twenty minutes. I then went into the car 
and drove to Cork. 
“ T left the car in Oliver Plunket street 
and went to the hotel. I was admitted to 
the hotel. . . . I got up next morning about 
u quarter past seven o'clock. I went to Car- 
rigaline with the. intention of seeing if the 
driver was still there. When I arrived, how- 
ever, I found that I could not go into the 
scene of the struggle.- I drove up past 
Foley's. . . I remained about three-quarters 
of an hour... I drove to Cork.” 


“1 AM SORRY” 


Later the alleged statement said that he 
went to Limerick, and it concluded: “ I had 
no intention of killing the man. I had no 
idea of the strength I could put behind my- 
self. 1 am sorry for what T have done.

and it is correct.” ; 

Detective Superintendent O'Driscoil said 
that. asked about a key found in his pos- 
session, the accused man said: “ That 1s the 
kev of a boarding-house that I stopped in 
in London.” Later the superintendent said

DID NOT APPEAR 


Maggie Mahomet, owner of a Washington 
street, Cork, boarding house, said that the 
accused man engaged a room on November 
24th. She waited up until after 11 o'clock 
at night, but he did not appear. 

Patrick M‘Bride, agent, Royal Liver Insur- 
ance Company, living at the Carbery Hotel, 
said that when he was in bed, some time after 
1:10 a.m. on 25th, he heard a light ring on 
ut his head out of the 
window, and saw the accused man on the 
footpath. He let him in, and he appeared 
to be “slightly excited.” 

Florence Scannell, Porter’s lane, said that 
the accused man told him that, while he was 
serving with the Palestine Police, he used to 
send money to a girl in Dublin. He came to 
Dublin on leave, and found that the girl had 
gone, he had been told, to West Cork. That 
was why he had come to Cork. The accused 
man also said that he would like to get across 
the water for work, and the witness got up a 
collection for him. That was about eight 
days before the 24th. 

uard William Doherty, Union Ward Bar- 
racks, Cork, said that he saw a motor car 
stopping near the Carbery Hotel at 12.55 a.m. 
on November 25. Later it moved off again. 
The door swung open, and the accused man 
leaned out to shut it. There was nobody else 
in the car, which he recognised to be the 
property of Vickers. 

Guard Dunne said that he also saw the 
car that morning. At 4.30 a.m., and at 5.30 
a.m., he again saw tt empty outside the 
Carbery Hotel.—- He knew the car to be 
Vickers’ taxi. The meter was covered with 
a brown oily cloth. He later identified the 
accused as the man who had been driving 
the car on the morning of the 25th. 

Timothy O’Flynn, Paul street, said that the 
accused man had breakfast at his 
restaurant between 9.30 and 10 a.m. on No- 
vember 25th. 

Christopher Murphy, formerly of the 
British Army, said that he saw the accused 
man in O’Flynn’s restaurant at 10.50 a.m. 
on 25th. 

Michae} O'Callaghan, pawnbrekers assist- 
ant, employed by Wolfe and Co., Cork, said 
that on the morning of November 25 the ac- 
cused man redeemed a raincoat, and paid on 
it the sum of 4s, 8d. 

Norah Kelly, licensed vintner, Dominick 
street, said that about mid-day on the 25th 
the accused had a bottle of stout in her pre- 
mises, He tendered a shilling. 

Molly Gattins, an employé in a lodging- 
house in David street, Limerick, said the ac- 
cused man called there on November 25, and 
made arrangements to stay the night. 

Guard Butler, Edward street, Limerick, 
said that when he called at the lodging- 
house about 10.30 he found the accused man 
sitting in the diningroom. He said that his 
name was James Tierney, that he came from 
Cork, that he was a motor mechanic by 
trade, and that he was accustomed to going 
round the country. Guard Brosnan, who was 
with witness, searched him for weapons, but 
none was found. At the station 3s. 64d. was 
found in his possession, and a Union key. 


FOUND BODY 


Daniel Mahoney, farm labourer, employed 
by Mrs. Farressy, Ballinavorsig, said that 
about 9.30 a.m. on the 25th he found the body 
of a man lying in the dyke. 

James urphy, farmer, who manages 
Mrs. Farressy’s farm, said that the body was 
not touched until the arrival of the Guards. 
He noticed that the man’s shoes were per- 
fectly dry, and that the face was flushed, On 
the other side of the ditch he saw a cap and 
belt. The accused man was employe by 
witness on harvest work from August 25 to 
September 19. He lived in the house, and 
was paid 10s. a week. He left, saying that 
he was getting work in Dunlop's factory at 
Cork. 

Guard M Maher, Carrigaline, and Sergeant

A BRUISE

Dr. John McGrath, State pathologist, said 
that the tie was tied fairly tightly round 
the neck, but it was possible to insert a 
finger between it and the neck. There were 
mud stains on the front of the overcoat, on 
the body and on the left of the lounge suit. 
At the post mortem examination he cut the 
tie at the side, so as not to disturb the knot. 
There was a bruise with a punctured wound 
on the back of the head, and a deep wound 
on the right of the chin, but the skin was 
not broken there. It was a bruise such as 
might have been caused by the blow of a 
fist. There was no marks such as would 
indicate throttling with the fingers. 

Death, in his opinion, was due to asphyxia 
and congestion of the brain, both caused by 
a ligature tied round the neck. The tie, «as 
he had found it rourd the man’s neck, was 
in a position to have caused the ligature. 
The injuries on the head and clin were 
caused shortly before death. From the 
absence of bruising and the condition of the 
fingers, he had come to the conclusion that 
at. the time strangulation was taking place 
no resistance was put up. The man would 
have been conscious only a short time after 
the tie was tied round the neck—as short as 
twenty seconds. A blow on the chin, such 
as would produce the bruise described, would 
have been severe enough to stun or possibly 
render unconscious. 

_Cross-examined, Dr. McGrath said that the 
tie — have been tied tighter round the 
neck. 

Dr. Joseph Herlihy, Carrigaline, who had 
assisted Dr. McGrath, corroborated, and 
said: “‘ The ‘smack on the jaw’ might have 
been sufficient to cause unconsciousness at 
once 

Dr. Timothy Hegarty, medical officer, Cork 
Prison, said that when he examined the 
accused man on November 27 and 30 and 
December 1 he found no marks of recent 
injuries. 

The Court adjourned until 11 a.m. to-day.

DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT 
£30 DAMAGES AWARDED 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT AND A JURY.) 


Miss Eileen Paley, Howth road, Killester, 
sued the Dublin Tramways Company for 
damages for personal injuries which she sus- 
tained through the negligence of © the 
defendant company’s servants in the control 
of a tramway car on which she was a pas- 
senger on June 20th, 1936, when she was 
thrown from the platform of the car on to 
the roadway. She resided with her father, 
a widower. 

The defence was a denial of the alleged 
negligence or breach of statutory duty. They 
denied that the plaintiff was compelled to 
remain standing on the car, and pleaded that 
she was guilty of contributory negligence. 

‘The plaintiff stated that after boarding the 
tramear at Howth road she was unable to 
find accommodation downstairs, She was 
about to ascend the stairs when the tramcar 
jerked, and she was thrown out on the road, 
and her head was injured 

James Carroll, driver of the car, stated 
that there was nothing unusual in the speed, 
and the car did not lurch unduly. 

Robert Flynn, conductor, said that he had 
seen a woman trying to get inside the car. 
He _went upstairs, and the woman, he 
thought, had returned from the inside to go 
out on the platform. There was no notice- 
able curve in the road at the scene of the 
accident. 

The jury found a verdict for the plaintiff, 
and assessed the damages at £350, and judg- 
ment for that amount was entered.

the part of Denis Kelliher. 

Messrs. Leahy and Son denied that the 
accident was caused by any default on the 
part of their servants, and they also oo 
contributory negligence on the part of Denis 
Kelliher.

Simr,—I should like to comment on the 
“review” of ‘*‘ Alarm Among the Clerks” 
which appeared in your columns yesterday ; 
your reviewer started off with a facetious 
remark on the pronunciation of the word 
* clerks,”’ and from that went on to a rather 
dull analysis of his own reactions to one of 
the scenes, betraying throughout a complete 
misconception cf the author's intention. No 
attempt was made to criticise the play as 
a play, the reviewer contenting himself wit . 
ointless little details like ‘“‘Selskar and 
Mullin become drunk on a smal] amount of 
liquor.” ‘‘It is hardly usual for a bank 
clerk to put his hat in the sawdust under the 
table.” So what? It is the reviewer's duty 
to give his readers a criticism of the play, not 
of the alcoholic or social capacities of the 
characters.

and Afrikaans. Something unfortunate, 
however, had been introduced into the 
administrative life of the South-West, 
something not conducive to the happy and 
contented development of the territory. 
The German element had introduced 
measures, such as the intimidating of 
former Germans who had become Union 
nationals, and the Government could not 
any longer tolerate such a state of affairs. 


GERMANY ANGRY 


Great activity reigns at the South 
African Legation in Berlin, says Reuter. 
Officials there are cabling a full report 
on the German reception of the Union’s 
recent proclamation. Yesterday they were 
so busy that orders were given that all 
telephone calls to the Legation were to be 
refused. The increasingly strong line of 
comment in : German official circles 
indicates that Germany is very angry, 
indeed. 

One spokesman told Reuter ~ to-day:

AMERICANS FINED FOR 
SMUGGLING

“A REGULAR TRADE IN 
FURS '” 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
DUNDALK, Tuesday. 


An American and his wife, visiting this 
country, were each fined #100 at Castle- 
blavnev District Court to-day, on charges of 
smuggling furs into the Free State. They 
were Patrick and Rosena McNally, whose 
address in this country was given as Mayo- 
bridge, Newry. : 
Evidence fíor the State was that their car 
was stopped crossing the border by an un- 
approved road, and in it were found a fur 
coat, unconcealed, and a fur scarf, concealed 
behind the back seat. Evidence was also 
given that the defendant, Patrick McNally, 
called on some people, asking them to buy 
furs, and two did so. As proof that duty 
had been paid McNally produced to them a 
Customs receipt. 

A plea of guilty was made, and on de- 
fendant’s behalf it was stated that, if heavily 
fined, he could not pay and would have to 
go to jail. ae 
Mr. Keenan, State Solicitor, said that the 
Revenue Commissioners considered that this 
man was corrying on a regular trade in furs, 
and documents found on him proved that he 
had bought furs in Belfast, and was in com- 
munication with furriers in London and 
Canada. He adopted the ingenious system of 
producing a Customs receipt for £3 10s. to 
those on whom he dalled, as proof that duty 
had heen paid, and, apparently, this receipt 
had been paraded round the entire country. 
When one of the purchasers retained this 
receipt he induced a post office official to 
give him a duplicate, stating that the original 
had been destroyed. 

Imposing the statutory penalty of £100, 
or six months in default, on each defendant, 
District Justice Goff recommended mitigation, 
and that if they had to go to jail, that the 
Revenue Commissioners might release them in 
shorter time, especially in the case of Mrs. 
McNally. ; 

On an application that time be allowed, so 
that defendants could communicate with the 
authorities for a reduction of the penalty, 
the Justice stated that as defendants were 
not, resident in the country, he could not 
allow time, and if they could not pay the 
full amount, they would have to ‘go to 
Mountjoy, pending a settlement with the

Mr. C. H Cahan, former Secretary of 
State, accused the Privy Council of trying 
to relegate Canada to colonial status, and 
said that the judgments flouted the 
‘‘ declarations ” of the Imperial Confer- 
ence of 1926. 


THE IMPLICATION 

“The clear implication of the decision

COLONEL DE LA ROCQUE

Some of the most eminent judges in 
France may be called upon to decide the 
political tate of Colonel de la Rocque, the 
leader of the French Social Party, and 
former head of the dissolved Croix de Feu, 
says a Reuter Paris telegram. 

Colonel de la Rocque and those charged 
with him are contesting the legality of the 
summons. against them to appear before 
the Covrts on a charge of reconstituting 
the Croix de Feu, and are taking the case 
to the Court of Appeal. The legal aspect 
of the case will thus be heard by the lead- 
‘ing judges, instead of being tried by the 
Correctional Court, which, in some 
respects, is analagous to an English police 
court. 

The accused persons are liable, if found 
guilty of the reconstitution of a dissolved 
league, to penalties ranging from six 
months to two years’ imprisonment, a fine 
of from 16 to 5,000 francs, and possible 
deprivation of civil and civic rights. The 
First Offenders Act is, however, applicable 
to their cases.

Referring to rumours that General 
Hayashi would welcome the formation of a 
new “ National Party,” as demanded by 
Army leaders, Mr. Yuki said: ‘* The 
Government will be ready to assist a new 
political party if it is formed by leaders of 
the old parties, who take the same serious 
view of the situation as the Government. 
But the Government will not take definite 
action, calculated to accelerate the birth 
of such a party before the general election. 

““On the other hand, the Government 
may possibly dissolve the new Diet if the 
political parties fail to reconsider the posi- 
tion, even after a general election, and 
instead indulge in an anti-Government 
attitude.’’ 


THE OBJECT 


The object of the dissolution, Mr. Yuki 
said, was to urge party leaders to re- 
consider their attitude. Consequently the 
Government would have no objection if 
the existing parties obtained a majority at 
the genera! election, so long as individual 
party members reconsidered the position 
and realised the gravity of the situation 
confronting Japan, in the same way as the 
Government did. 

Widespread attention has been attracted 
by the Finance Minister’s statement as an 
oficial pronouncement on the Govern- 
ment’s attitude to the proposal for a new 
party. The antagonism between the 
Government and the existing parties is 
deepening. Both the two great parties— 
the Minseito and the Seiyukai—are now 
openly attacking the Government, which 
they accuse of violating the Constitution. 

The Government, on the other hand, is 
not relaxing its challenging attitude 
towards the parties, | 


THE SOVIET 


The tension between Japan and the 
U.S.S.R. and the gravity of the situation 
in China were emphasised by General 
Sugiyama, the War Minister, in an 
address to a conference of divisional com- 
manders yesterday, says a Reuter Tokyo 
telegram. 

General Sugiyama expressed regret that 
the gravity of the situation was not yet 
fully realised by the nation. 

The national defence replenishment 
plan, he said, was designed to meet the 
international situation—especially the 
Soviet Union’s active policy in the Far 
Fast.

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DIVER'S SEARCH FOR THE 
BODIES

Carlingford Tough, the scene of the colli- 
sion on Sunday morning last between the s.s. 

Alder, in which the 
latter was sunk and six lives lost, is still 
shrouded with mist this morning, and 
a close look-out is being kept on each side of 
the lough.

EVACUATIONS 


In the House of Commons yesterday,

been evacuated from Bilbao by two British 
destroyers, and the Spanish Government 
had conveyed to His Majesty’s representa- 
tive at Valencia their thanks for. this 
action. Since the outbreak of the war, as 
the result of the untiring activities of 
His Majesty’s consular and diplomatic 
representatives, His Majestv’s ships had 
evacuated about 17,000 Spanish and 
foreign nationals from ports on the north 
coast of Spain alone. (Ministerial cheers. ) 
This evacuation had been carried out with 
stgict impartiality and regardless of the 
political or other views held by the per- 
sons evacuated. Three hundred refugees 
had been evacuated from Valencia to 
Marscilles in His Majesty’s hospital. ship 
Maine on March 30. Following the efforts 
of His Majesty’s Ambassador at Hen- 
daye, the hostages held in prison ships 
had. been moved to more comfortable 
quarters on land. His Maijesty’s. repre- 
sentatives at Hendaye and Valencia were 
continuing their efforts to effect exchanges 
of individual political prisoners.

OPPOSE SCHEME 


Following the decision of the English Foot- 
ball Association Council to recommend that 
permission should be given by the Inter- 
national Board for two referees to be experi- 
mented with in public practice games next 
season, steps have been taken on behalf of 
the county associations to ensure that the 
feeling of the annual meeting of the English 
Association, to be held in London on the first 
Monday in June, shall be tested on the 
matter. 

It is not clear whether the subjects will be 
laced on the agenda for that meeting by the 
Football Association Council, who are re- 
sponsible for the compilation of the agenda, 
but, to make certain that it shall not be 
omitted, a resolution will be proposed on the 
following lines :— 

“Inasmuch as a postal vote of the Football 
League clubs reveal a large majority of those 
clubs are opposed to any increase in the num- 
ber of officials to control matches, and as the 
40,000 amateur clubs in the country strongly 
object to the introduction of a system of two 
referees, the annual meeting of the Football 
Association instructs its representatives to 
the International Football Association Board 
to oppose any resolution that mm be sub- 
mitted to vary the operation of the present 
laws 13 and 14, which prescribe that games 

layed under International Board laws shall 
i controlled by one referee and two lines- 


men. 
The resolution will also set out that in the 


opinion of the annual meeting of the Football 


. Association it would be wltra vires for the 


International Board to give permission for 
any clubs playing under its laws to have their 
matches controlled in any way other than pro- 
vided in laws 1é and 14, and that, should it 
be deemed advisable to have a change in the 
method of control, the laws must be altered 
prior te such change coming into operation.

EARNING their lesson from the Clare 
a Challenge a fortnight earlier, Limerick 
took no risks last Sunday against 
Dublin. It was the home team that resorted 
to experiments when left behind at half-time 
by the fatal number of thirteen points. There 
were weak spots in the Dublin side, yet their 
plucky struggle in the second half saved the 
game from mediocrity. i 
Limerick are by no means a spent force. 
Two of their 1937 promoted players—Twomey 
and Givens—disappointed, but the third was 
a distinct success as left corner forward. I 
refer to James McCarthy, of U.C.D., who 
played for Limerick Juniors when they won 
the 1935 Championship. Carroll and Power, 
who came on to Limerick’s senior team in 
1956, played up to their early promise. With 
T. McCarthy back in his usual place Limerick

successive League. 

We had reckoned Scanlon, Cross, Tim Ryan 
and Pat Clohessy as bordering on the veteran 
stage, but last Sunday they were the back- 
bone of the side. They seem good for another 
season or two, and Ryan never played a better 
game. The Mackeys were always dangerous, 
but were so closely marked that neither scored 
from play. Michael Mackey’s placed frees 
were accurate as usual, But it was by the 
speed and quick striking of their front line 
that Limerick clinched the issue. McMahon, 
of Kildimo, is the best full forward playing. 
Not alone can be seize an opening with reck- 
less dash, but he can flash shrewd and timely 

asses out to either wing with the skill of 

Martin Kennedy. D. Clohessy has corrected 
the wild shooting which put him off the team 
in 1934 and 1935. He crosses the ball from 
wing to centre now, with a menace in every 
drive. 

Limerick were a long time seeking a left- 
corner forward. Close, O’Brien, Roche, 
O’Connell and Fitzgibbon were all tried, but 
I think the champions have found the ideal 
man in James McCarthy, of U.C.D. Graduat- 
ing from the minor and junior ranks, the 
Kilmeedy youth fits in perfectly with 
McMahon and Clohessy—a fast, clever trio. 
| do not see any county side at the moment 
to threaten Limerick’s hold of either title. 

Perhaps, their most serious opponents in 
the approaching championship’ will be 
Tipperary. With Cooney and Treacy declar- 
ing, Tipperary can put together a very 
useful side. For some years they have 
been experimenting with goalkeepers, but 
with indifferent success. The latest news 
is that Chris. Forde, of the Army, has 
declared for his native county. He was born 
at Lorrha, and played brilliant games for

SEAMEN AND PORT 
WORKERS 


renewal of the special agreement 
hetween the Irish Seamen’s and Port 
Workers’ Union and the British and Irish 
Steam Packet Company, covering the seamen 
In the Dublin-Liverpool service, was the sub- 
ject of negotiations yesterday. 

General meetings of the seamen concerned 
will be called when possible during the next 
few days, and the men will be war to de- 
cide upon the offer made by the company 
regarding conditions of employment. 

The workers’ decision will be conveyed to 
the company at a further meeting between 
the parties on Monday next. 

The Union, at the “request of seamen who 
are employed in Irish Free State registered 
vessels, is seeking the reopening of discus- 
sions with the local branch of the Shipping 
Federation regarding the position of these 


men. 
DISPUTES IN CORK 

A further conference was held yesterday 
between representatives of the employers and 
employés in the threatened dockers dispute 
in Cork following Monday night's’ decision 
of the men rejecting the proposals put for- 
ward by Monday’s conference. An official of 
the Department of Industry and Commerce 
again presided at yesterday’s session, and 
further proposals were put forward, which 
will be submitted to another meeting of the 
dockers to-night. 

There have been no further developments 
in regard to the threatened dispute in the 
building trade. The conference, which sat 
until midnight on Monday, failed to reach 
agreement, and the position now is that both 
sides are reporting back to their respective 
organisations.

R. W. J. Stewart, M.P. for South 
M Belfast in the Imperial Parliament 
who recently came into prominence 
throngh his criticisms of the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland on account, 
as he alleges, of: their inability to 
secure financial justice for Northern Ireland 
in her relations with the rest of the United 
Kingdom, has with a number of friends 
formed a committee to press these claims on 
the Government. 

‘The Committee, which is known as the 
** Justice for Ulster Committee,” has elected 
as secretary Mr. W. J. Price, a prominent 
temperance advocate, who unsuccessfully con- 
tested one @f the County Antrim divisions 
at the last general election for Northern 
Ireland. It. is understood that the Committee 
should work strictly within the official 
Unionist Party, and should seek to: become 
a new driving force in the party. 

A statement setting: forth the objects of 
the Committee has been drawn up, atid will 
be published soon. ‘‘One of the objects,’ 
said Mr. Price, ‘‘is to secure that no Nor- 
thern Cabinet Minister shall retain office for 
a longer period than that of two Parliaments, 
or about eight years.. We feel that Minis- 
ters become stale if in office too long. At 
Westminster they change or relinquish office 
very frequently, with undoubted benefit to 
the country.” He emphasised that the Com- 
mittee is not a new party, but that it will 
work within the party, and that the ques- 
tion of elections does not enter. 

One object of the Committee is to secure a 
reduction of unemployment by a more equit- 
| able distribution of naval and rearmament 
work, in view of the fact that Northern - 
Ireland has a higher rate of unemployment . 
than most areas in Great Britain, and that 
the British Exchequer paid over £1,000.000 
this year to the Northern Ireland Unemploy- 
ment Equalisation Fund.
